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REACTION OF STUDENTS TO HUNGARIAN DEVELOPMENTS 
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I, AMONG STUDENTS OF THE JCDICAL FACULTY OF THE UNIVERSITY CF BERLIN (EAST), 
PRIVATE DISCUSSIONS ARE CONSTANTLY GOING ON CONCERNING THE LATEST DEVELOPMENTS IN 
HUNGARY, AND THERE ARE EVEN SOME RELATIVELY PUBLIC DEBATES. THE PUBLIC INFORMATION 
M5DIA OF EAST GERMANY ARE SEVERELY CRITICIZED FOR GIVING NO COVERAGE OR A DISTORTED 
COVERAGE OF THESE EVENTS. THE STUDENTS ARE SAID TO BE UNANIMOUS IN THE OPINION THAT 
THE SPEECHES BY WALTER UIBRICHT AND OTTO GROOWOHL ON 27 OCTOBER SHOWED THEIR FEAR 
OF THE POSSIBILITY CF SIMILAR DEVELOPMENTS IN EAST GERMANY. THERE IS A GROWING 
DEMIND THAT SOME SED FUNCTIONARIES M£ET THE STUDENTS FOR AN OPEN AND FREE DISCUSSION 
OF THE EVENTS IN BOTH POLAND AND HUNGARY. 

Z IN THE FACULTY CF VETERINARY MEDICINE , FDJ FUNCTIONARIES ARE BEING ENGAGED
